Mrs. Raymond Reinhart, 
of Charlotte, Slain as 
Father-in-Law Fires 
Upon His Wife. 


CRAZED WITH GRIEF,

Slayer Is Struck on Head 
With Blackjack by Son 
in Room Where He Lies 
Near Death. 


‘Wilmington, N. C., July 12.—()— 
Mrs. Raymond Reinhart, of Charlctte, 
was fatally wounded at a beach cot- 
tage near here today by her father-in- 
law, J: C. Reinhart, who in turn preb- 
ably was fatally shot by an officer as 
he was firing his revolver at his wife. 

Reinhart was brought to a Wil- 
mington hospital for treatment and 
shortly after his arriva] his son, Ray- 
mond Reinhart, crazed with grief on 
account of the death of his wife, burst 
into the hospital room and struck his 
father over the head with a _black- 
jack, 

Young Reinhart then drew a. pistol 
from his pocket and is alleged to have 


attempted to shoot his father. He 
was disarmgéd, however, by hospital at- 
taches before apy shots were fired. . 

The young man was placed in the 
county jail on a charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

The elder Reinhart was reported in 
a dying condition late tonight, suf- 
fering from three bullet wounds from 
the revolver of Had Quen eat Newton.

Officer Newton, who was nearby, 
heard the shots'and rushed to the cot- 
tage. he entered the room he said 
he saw Reinhart fire three times at 
hie wife, none of the bullets. taking 
effect. Reinhart then pointed his pis- 
tol at Newton, the officer said, where- 
upon the policeman opened fire, shoot- 
ing Reinhart three times. 

Mrs. Reinhart and her father-in- 
law were brougat to a hospital, but 
the young woman died en route. 

The elder einhart and his wife 
are reportcc to have been haging do- 
mestic difficulties for some time. He 
also is said to have been very moody.

Lines Are Tightened.

To further guard the reservation, 
200 more marines from Quantico, Va., 
were ordered to the scene by Secretary 
Wilbur, who feared the change in 
wind might cause the remaining TNT 
to explode and set fire to 12 store- 
houses on the army side. In this 
event, experts say, the damage to the 
surrounding country would be far 
worse than the explosion of Saturday 
night in the smaller naval wace- 
houses. 

Those in charge of guarding the 
ruins of the largest naval and army 
arsenals in the east are also fearful 
that the enormous tonnage of black 
powder stored underground on the 
naval side might cateh fire. 

With the explosion of 14-inch shells 
in the latest expansion of the disaster 
now in its third day, the fate of the 
remaining buildings and high explosive 
storage houses is really in the hands of 
Providence. 

Army men said the fire might burn 
itself out in another 24 hours, but, 
with Wilbur, they feared prolofgation 
of tonight’s sudden shift in the wind 
might bring bigger and more danger- 
our explosions. 

Fifteen Still Missing. 


How many more bodies remain in 
the ruins no one can tell. General 
Hugh Drum, in charge of the army sit- 
uation, thinks at least ten other bodies 
will be recovered. The list of missing 
was reduced today to fifteen. 

In their entry into the flaming in- 
ferno the marines more than uphe!d 
their traditions. At 9 o’clock 200 of 
them were called together and told“a 
rescue party was about to be started 
into the valley of death. An officer 
asked who would voluntee 


“I will,” came from every man in 
the ranks as a single Voice. 

Twenty, finally, were chosen by lot 
so that all would get a fair deal.

The zero hour for the first rescue 
attempt was set at 10:30 o’clock.

‘There might 
be a tendency to make light of pro- 
hibition on the theory that it is a 
type of humor and might bring the 
laugh which sometimes follows, but 
any such treatment of the subject is, 
of course, a belittling of the statute 
itself and it is the earnest purpose 
of the association to make certain 
that the screen shall never be used 
in a manner which promotes the 
slightest disrespect for any law, what- 
ever that law may be. 

“Make certain that into no picture 
there be allowed to enter any shot 
of drinking scenes, manufacture or 
sale of liquor, or undue effects of 
liquor which are not a necessary part 
of the story of any cssential ele- 
ment in the building up of the plot. 
That is, there shuold be no picturiza- 
tion of liquor, its manufacture, use 
or effect which can be construed as 
being brought in unnecessarily as a 
type of ei ay agen It is one thing 
of course if the use of liquor in a 
picture is a natural element but 
quite another thing if it is brought 
in unnecessarily in any way which 
can be construed as being for an ul- 
terior purpose or which in any way 
promotes disrespect for law. 

“The motion picture has a definite 
duty, still more emphasized at the 
present not of allowing itself to be 
misused in any situation.

Gedrgia is considered one 
of the leading states in the union in 
diversified tarming, few people real- 
ize the extent of this diversification. 
Only a trip through the heart of the 
vast agricultural empire will reveal 
the story to the average layman. Last 
year the state produced 1,190,000 bales 
of cotton with a value of $109,250,000 
and 41,676,000 bushels of corn with 
a value of $41,676, in round fig- 
ures, These are the two staple crops 
but in this seetion of Georgia few of 
the farmers are depending, absolutely 
on these two crops. 
rticular section traversed 
by the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad the greatest develop- 
ment of reeent years in agriculture 
has been in the production of tobacco 
This railroad, following a policy adupt- 
ed by Colonel B. L. Bugg, former pres- 
ident and now receiver of that line, has 
encouraged tobacco culture in 64 south 
Georgia counties. As a result of this 
extension wurk and through the en- 
couragement of this railroad and other 
agricultural agencies Georgia last year 
produced 48,039,000 pounds of tonac- 
co with a total value of $7,206,000 
This year, because of the improved 
quality of the tobacco and becauss of 
increased acreage the crop is expected 
to net a total of $11,000,000 or $12,- 
000.000

Fine Tobacco Crops. 

Beginning at Fitzgerald, going 
south to ‘Tifton, Moultrie and Thom- 
asville and swinging eastward across 
the state to Douglas, Waycross, Alma, 
Nichols and other tobacco sections 
they found everywhere that the qual- 
ity of the leaf this year is better 
than that of any tobacco grown in 
Georgia and hence certain to bring 
much better prices in the markets in 
August than was received for the 
crop last year. 
“In my opinion the total price re- 
ceived for the tobacco this year in 
Georgia will amount almost to 
double the total amount received last 
year,” Mr. Wesson said after visit- 
ing the entire tobacco section. “The 
cuality is far better, the yield is larger 
and with the proper curing the crop 
this year is almost certain to be the 
ereatest tobacco crop ever grown in 
Georgia.” 

While tobacco culture is being push- 
ed to the utmost by the officials of 


this railroad they are not losing any 
opportunity to bring about the util- 
ization of the fine lands in this sec- 
tion for other paying crops. 

One example of a “side line” is 
found at Ambrose, a small station 
or the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic where the Seaboard tarms have 
a crop of 800 acres of tomatoes. 
These farms cover a distance of sev- 
eral miles and a total of 120 car 
loads of tomatoes has been shipped 
to the markets this year. A force of 
more than 100 people is employed at 
Ambrose in the work of packing and 
shipping the tomatoes. 

The company grows its tomato 
piants under glass, sets them out on 
the farm and produces them on Aa 
large scale just as the average truck 
farmer would do. This farm is said 
to be the largest tomato farm in the 
linited States and it has been in op- 
eration less than two years. ‘The 
company also raises huge amounts of 
pepper plants and other vegetables. 
Immediately after the tomatoes are 
vathered the company sows the land

The news of the death of John 
W. Weeks, of Massachusetts, was 
not a surprise. 

Few men in the past 30 years 
have served more conspicuously and 
more honorably in public life. He 
was first a naval officer, and then 
a business man of prominence in 
Boston. More than a quarter of a 
century ago he entered public life, 
followed by his election to congress, 
Since that time until ill health 
forced him to resign from the sec- | 
retaryship of war two years ago he 
was one of the outstanding figures 
in the official life of this nation. 
While a republican, and closely 
identified with party affairs, he was 
more than a politician. His record 
entitles him to go down in history 
as one of the most active and useful 
statesmen of his day. Perhaps his 
record in the lower house of con- 
gress has as his crowning achieve- 
ment “the Weeks bill” establishing 
national forests and creating also a 
non-partisan national forestry com- 
mission. 

From the house he was promoted 
to the senate, where his service 
was equally as distinguished. He 
resigned from the senate to enter 
the cabinet of President Harding as 
secretary of war. He served through 
the first two years of the Coolidge 
administration. 

For the past several months his 
health had been on a steady de- 
cline, with an occasional rally but 
without any permanent improve- 
ment in his general condition. 

He was born in the New Hamp- 
shire hills. He returned there to 
pass, among loved ones and friends, 
his last days. His was a delightful 
personality. He was companion- 
able to a marked degree, and 
loved the society of men of 
affairs and those of outstand- 
ing and unselfish worth. He 
had them constantly about him, and 
on his various tours in the past 
two years in quest of health he 
usually had the companionship of 
a group of personal friends. 

John W. Weeks was a power in 
the republican party because of his 
uniform fairness and his antipathy 
for political schemes and “deals,” 
He féught in the open. He was 
a great and good man.

Commenting on the recent difficulty 
in which the American Mercury found 
itself in Massachusetts, the Mecure de 
France, finds that the French writer 


with whom Mr. Mencken has most in 
common is no other than Leon Dau- 
det, the royalist leader and editor 
of L’Action Francaise. “A curious 
matter to be sure in an American,” 
says the Mercure, “Mencken shares 
Daudet’s contempt for democracy and 
for all things democratic.” The Amer- 
ican Mercury, however, is described 
as an extremely personal organ, every 
page of which bears the stamp of the 
editor’s qualities and faults. “Mencken 
is not an infallible judge. Whole 
regions of literature and art are dead 
letters to,him. He is a pure materi- 
alist. Hestays close to the ground. 
His religious opinions carry no weight 
at all, incapable as he is to take into 
consideration the spiritual needs of 
humanity... . . . His judgments are 
often baroque. So he puts on the same 
plane, for instance, a ‘writer of pop- 
ular novels like Sinclair Lewis, with 
a dramatic genius like Kugene 
O’Neill.”” The Mercure points out that 
Mencken, however, has been a lone 
figure for many years, battling against 
an inert heavy mass, the like of which 
never existed on the continent in mod- 


ern times.

On Gotham Dock 


New York, July 12.—(4)—Bootleg- 
gers have used Bellevue hospital dock 
at Twenty-sixth street and East river 
as a landing place for smuggled liq- 
uor, testimony in federal court reveal- 
ed today. The testimony was given 
by Charles A. Smith, self-styled agent 
for William V. Dyer and his alleged 


“whisky -trust” at the trial of Dwyer 
and nine others charged with violation 
of prohibition laws. 

Smith, who said he is now employed 
on a “treasury boat” at $50 a week, 
testified that between August, 1923, 
and February, 1925, he made numer- 
ous trips from rum row to Bellevue 
dock and unloaded Scotch, rye; cham- 
pagne and Sauterne from speedboats 
and loaded it on trucks\while from two 
to four patrolmen in uniform looked 
on. For each of the trips, Smith said, 
he got $200. 

Speedboats, which Smith said were 
maintained by Dwyer and his asso- 
ciates, were used to convey the con- 
traband liquor from rum row to New 
York, Smith testified. Sometimes the 
smuggled igtoxicants were landed at 
the Erie railroad pier in Weehawken, 
N.J., but most of it was landed at the 
hospital dock. Patrolmea, Smith tes- 
tified, would give advice to motor truck 
drivers, but did not interfere with the 
unloading and loading of the liquor.

House after 
house in this section harbors prosti- 
tutes.”

Sug- 
gestive dances are given, the report 
says, and liquors served with no effort 
at secrecy even when uniformed police 
are present.

SOLD BY TRUSTEES 


Kansas City, Mo., July 12.—({?)— 
Sale of the Kansas City Star and 
Times to the present management, for 
years associated with Col. William 
Rockhill Nelson, founder of the news- 
papers. was announced tonight by the 
trustees of the William Rockhill Nel- 
son Trust. 

The successful bid for the proper- 
ties was submitted by a group headed 
by Irwin Kirkwood, present editor of 
The Star and son-in-law of Mr. Nel- 
son, and A. F. Seested, for years gen- 
ern] manager of the newspapers. 

The purchase price was’ $11,000,- 
000. Seven other- bids had been re- 
ceived by the trustees. 

The amounts offered by the unsuc- 
cessful bidders were not announced 
Ly the trustees. The Nelson will pro- 
vided for the sale of the newspapers 
within two years after the death of 
his daughter, Laura Nelson’ Kirk- 
wood, to the highest and best bidder. 
Mrs. Kirkwood died several months 
ago. 

Under Mr. Nelson’s will his entire 
estate is t6 he used for an art founda- 
tion for’the people of *Kansas City. 

The statement of the trustees fol- 
lows: 

“The university trustees make the 
announcement that proposal No. 
4 for the purchase of the newspaper 
properties of the William Rockhill 
Nelson estate, made by Irwin R. 
Wirkwood on behalf of himself and 
associates, is accepted. This includes 
the real estate occupied by the Star 
building but not the ground south 
thereof, 

The price is. $11,000,000, the pur- 
chaser assuming all current liabilities 
and accounts payable, all prepaid 
sibscriptions and suits for libel, per- 
sunal injury and all others arising 
from the operation of the newspapers. 
Purchasers also agree to assume all 
existing editorial and commercial con- 
tracts and all unpaid taxes. 

“The $11,000, ‘is to be paid as 
follows: 

$500,000 deposited with offer; 
$2,000,000 on transfer of properties, 
and $8,500,000 at five per cent, pay- 
able not less than $675,000 per year 
im quarterly payments, said $675,000 
to inelude interest, all secured by 
mortgage on the property.

Paris, July 12.—(?)—Bows and ec- 
clamations within the railway termi- 
nals and hoots, catcalls and hostile 
cries outside the building greeted the 
coming to Paris tonight of General 
Primo de Rivera, the Spanish premoer 
and erstwhile dictator.

Increase in Cotton Futures 
Explained by Crop Expert 


BY THEO H. PRICE. 
Editor Commerce and Finance. 

New York, July 12.—Some years 
ago a COzecho-Slovakian dramatist 
named Karel Kapek wrote a play in 
which the dramatic personae were in- 
sects. It was called “The World 
We Live In” but was speedily re- 
named “The Insect World.” The 
lesson that it sought to teach was 
that insects s@rved a useful and neves- 
sary purpose in nature’s scheme and 
that the abhorrence with which they 
were often regarded was unjust. 

Last week’s cotton market reminds 
one of this play. In it the boll wee- 
vil, the wild weevil, the hopper and 
the cotton flea have played important 
parts and the fear that the yield may 
be seriously reduced by their depre- 
dations caused an advance which has 
carried January futures nearly 125 
points above the low price touched just 
after the issuance of the government 
report on July 2. 

Boll Weevils’ Work. 

The writer*is not an entomologist 
and although he has a speaking ac- 
quaintance with the boll weevil he 
has never seen the so-called wild wee- 
vil. described as the thurberia, and 
knows but little of the hopper or the 
cotton flea. His experience with or- 
dinary fleas has. however, convinced 
him of the intelligence of the species 
and after reading an article on the 
“Education of the Flea” that appeared 
in the. Atlantic Monthly some time 
since he is quite prepared to admit 
that that the cotton flea might be 
able to destroy the entire crop if he 
thought the job worthwhile. 
| Speaking seriously, the advance in 
the cotton market is entirely normal. 
A crop scare was overdue and if it 


had not been engendered by the insects 
it would have been inspired by some- 
thing else. 

In the cotton world and particularly 
in the south the belief in a large 
crop had become general. It had led 
to moregor less short selling. A 
potential short interest of real im- 
portance had also been created by the 
procrastination of those spinners who 
were waiting to buy in the hope of 
getting their cotton cheap. The wide- 
ly-advertised damage from _ insects 
proved to be the spark that exploded 
the magazine. Whether a conflagra- 
tion has been started remains to be 
seen but the experience of the past 
would indicate that we are likely to 
get a reaction before we enter the pe- 
riod of real deterioration, 

Seasons vary but this period gener- 
ally commences in August and Iasts 
until the end of September.’ Hot winds 
and drouth are often its character- . 
istics, Normal progress in develop- 


ment and fruition is to be expected 
during the next thirty days but if at 
the end of that time drouth should 


set in, any decline that may take place 
in the near future would be speedily 
recovered. | 

Tt is all a question of the weather 
and only those who are gifted weather 
prophets can hope to do more than 
generalize with regard to the probabi’ 
ities.

Wilbur’s Inspection Shows 


Dover, N. J., July 12.—(/)—Ont

_ Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, com- 
ing out of the shell-ploughed grounds 
of the naval arsenal at Lake Den- 
mark, N. J., with explosions of shells 
in blasted magazines punctuating his 
sentences, today told the story of how 
the marines died running into danger 
instead of away from it. 

“The position of the body of every 
‘man found proved that he died re 
sponding to the fire call that was 
sounded when the lightning struck the 
INT magazine Saturday,’’ Secretary 
Wilbur said. “The position in which 
their bodies were found indicated they 
were going to the explosion to put 
out the fire and not seeking safety.” 

Two hundred marines from Quan- 
tico, Va., were doing guard duty at 
the arsenal when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

“The situation is still dangerous,” 


Sécretary Wilbur said after his in- 
spection. “We are taking every pre-

Debt Agreement 
Finally Reached 


London, July 12.—(7)—An agree- 
ment was signed today for the fund- 
ing of the French war debt to Great 
Britain after a conference of a single 
hour between Winston Churchill, 
chancellor of the British exchequer, 
and Joseph Caillaux, French minister 
of finance, and a subsequent discus- 


sion with treasury officials to draft 
the terms.of the agreement. These 
will not be divulged until tomorrow. 
M. Caillaux came .to London by 
airplane from Paris accompanied by 
Jacques Duboin, under-secretary of 
the treasury and lost no time in pro- 
ceeding to the house of commons, 
where he was closeted with the Brit- 
ish chancellor. 

Apparently the agreement was 
reached quickly because the ground 
had been prepared thoroughly before- 
hand by discussions between London 
end Paris. It was probably only a co- 
incidence that almost simultaneously 
with the issue of the official an- 
nouncement of the signing of the 
ugreement that the French franc 
touched its low record of about 195 
to the pound.

M. Caillaux expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with his reception in 
Iondon and especially with Mr.

Although the full terms of _ the 
agreement are withheld until tomor- 
row, it is understood that France 
will pay in the current financial yegr 
4,000,000 pounds, with gradually in- 
creasing payments, 

Full payment terms are 12,500,000 
pounds for 62 years, and France will 
not be required to pay the deficiency of 
these five years of partial] moratorium 
until after a long period, probably 
25 or 30 years. The §0,000,000 
pounds of French gold now held in 
the Bank of England as a pledge will 
henceforth be regarded as part of the 
reserve of the Bank of France. 


France Is Protected. 


There is also a safeguarding clause 
to protect France’s interest should 
Germany default in her reparations 
payment. In this the British settle- 
ment differs from the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement, which omitted such a 
clause. 

France is also granted a transfer 
clause, whereby, in the event of her 
large payment to England endanger- 
ing the stability of the france, the an- 
nual payment will be postponed. 

Another point which the French 
experts consider more advantageous 
than the Franco-American settlement 
is that in the new agreement there 
is no possibility in any circumstances 
of the Anglo-French funding settle- 
ment becoming commercialized. The 
negreement provides that none of the 
French bonds may be placed in the 
open market or negotiated, as au- 
tuorized by the American settlement.
